Carl Andérson, Tait White 
Give Lie to False Rumors 


On Saturday, April 27, a great num- 
ber of U.F.A, members and contract 
holders met in Tilley for the purpose 
of hearing tho actual facts of the 
project transfer’ from the C.P.R. to 
the Eastern Irrigation Distriet( the 
farmers of the project) and thus to 
have cleared up for them many mis- 
leading rumorg that have been going 
the rounds, 

Carl Anderson of Scandia and. Tait 
White of Brooks, members of the 
Small Committee, each spoke for a- 
bout an hour. They gave such clear 
and complete reports of the work 
that had been carried on and of the 
results obtained that the only ques- 
tions asked during the meeting were 
those relating to future policies re 
garding grazing leases. As that ques- 
tion is not yet up to them to an- 
swer, only tentative replies could be 
given. 

It was pointed out that H. Charles- 
worth, the provincial director of wat- 
er sérvices, had continuously check- 
ed parts of the proram that led up to 
the actual transfer and he was at 
present the Official Trustee and dir- 
ector of all business at present being 
transacted for the District. After 
studying the auditors’ figures after 
the government auditor had given 
over the C.P.R. D.N.R. books, Mr. 
Charlesworth was convinced it was a 
g00d proposition as far as water de- 
livery wag concerned, The commit- 
tee, however, was not prepared to 
accept the first proposal made by 
the company and said that, in the 
light of. the auditora’..figures, a. 
1 should be made. So they again 


commenced their drive for a better 
proposition for the farmers and se- 
cured the deal. that was incorporat 
ed in the government bill. This is 
virtully a gift of, the Project and the 
money to operate for two years, 

One of the most important points 
in the whole proposition wag intro- 
duced in the new deal, namely reliev- 
ing the District from any liabilities 
due to railway track damage from 
seepage or other cause as long as 
the works were in a normal state of 
repair. (It can easily be seen an. ac 
tion against the Distrct for a train 
wreck caused by seepage might eas- 
ily bankrupt the District.) 

Considerable stress was laid upon 
the value of services given the Com- 
mittee by Mr. Powlett. His ability to 
get things done and willingness to 
work at all times for the benefi¢, of 
the farmers has proven of immense 
value to all on the project. 

The selection of Mr, H. G. Angell 
of Bassano as Chief Engineer was 
done with the approval of Mr. Char- 


‘lesworth, 


In no case has the Committee in 
their necessary moveg to advance 
the work exceeded their authority. 


Since some opposition has been 


jregistered regarding the treatment of 


company employees by tho new Dis- 
trict, Mr, Anderson and Mr, White 
explained at some length the meas- 
ures they had gone to in thelr en- 
deavors to see equitable and just 
steps taken in their. protection. 


At the end of the meeting Mr. 
Hellmer called for a vote of thanks 
for the speakers and this was most 
heartily given. All left the meeting 
with much approval for the scheme 
and also approval for the men who 
have fostered it and brought it to a 
safe and sane conclusion. These are 
the men who are now ready to stand 
foy election ag trustees.

I thought to myself as I went my way, 
Which of these roles have I tried to play? 

Am I a builder who works with care, 
Measuring life by the rule and square?

Or am 1 a wrecker, who walks the town, 
Content with the labor of tearing down? 


All over this world of ours there are men and women earnestly striv- 
ing to build, people in governments, in churches, in education, in finance, 
in industry, in business; statesmen around the League of Nations council 
table, sitting in internationa] conferences, or engaged in diplomatic nego- 
tiations. 
of political, economic and social conditions thrown into chavs by the Great 
War and its bitter aftermath. They are striving to save civilization, and 
make it a finer thing than anything hitherto known. 

But because the times are temporarily out of joint, weaknesses have | 
developed in the economic system, social evils have become multiplied; in a 


word, because abnormal conditions exist and many people are in difficulties, 
the “wreckers’”’ have become bold and walk the town blatantly engaged in 
the easiest of all tasks -that of tearing down. Men and women who never 


constructed anything, who lack both the ability and the incentive to con- |} 
struct, are busying themselves in criticizing the efforts of the builders, im- 
puting unworthy motives to them, seeking to wreck anything and every- 
thing of a constructive nature that is attempted. 

Even the best and most patient of people are inclined to be critical 
and become fault-finders. In fact, how often are people now heard to 
speak in praise of anything, of any institution, or of any effort that is being 
put forth? Rather, is it not the general attitude to denounce and attach 


blame ? 

The popular thing to-day seems to be to destroy, to wreck. In some 
countries they are deliberately trying to destroy religion and so to revert 
to the dark ages; in these and other countries the attempt is being made | 
to deprive people of liberties won through the suffering and bloodshed of 


past generations. The wreckers would in a day tear down the constructive 
work of centuries. 


There are those, of course, who still hold fast to the faith that is in 
them; who still believe in liberty as the sacred right of the individual citi- 
zen; who hold true to democratic forms of government and trust in the 
people and hatred of dictatorial autocracies. 

Builder or wrecker— which are you? 
to its present civilization?

Which class has brought mankind 
Which class lifted mankind from the caveman 
Which group has developed modern medicine, which is responsible | 
modern inventions, which built our transportation and communication | 
systems, our modern towns and cities, which brought into being the higher | 
standard of life in this twentieth century? And was it not the wreckers 


who precipitated the Great War and are responsible for the whole train of 
evils which have followed. | 


The builders are still building in the face of enormous difficulties and 
the opposition of the wreckers; the builders are striving to save Civilization | 
which the wreckers would destroy through revolution and bloodsbed in orde 
that out of civilization’s crash they may reap goulish benefits. 

Each of us may well take stock of ourselves, study our present habits 
of thinking, examine our actions, watch our words-—in brief, take a measure 
of our lives and see whether we are builders, “patiently doing the best we 
can,” or merely wreckers “content with the labor of tearing down.”

Sends Gift To anise Who Saved 
His Son In Trial ~ 

Sixteen months ago a Nanaimo 
jury acquitted Andrew ‘Moses, aslen- 
der Port Alberni Indian, of a charge 
of attempted murder—a charge laid 
after an Indian from the west coast | 
of Vancouver Island, who had alleg- 
edly Stolen Andrew's girl-wife, was | 
stabbed through the heart and saved | 
from death by a young Victoria sur- | 
geon. 

For two days the jury listened to 
how Andrew had followed his pretty 
18-year-old wife whom he had mar- 
ried according to Indian custom. 

When he found her there was a 
fight and Charlie Sam was stabbed 
in the heart. Sam's life was in doubt 
fot more than a month but he re- 
covered eventually and Moses went 
on trial.

Bank Of Canada 


Its First Dividend To 
Shareholders Next July 

When the Bank of Canada pays its 
first dividend next July the amount 
going to shareholder will be 
based upon the time the first share 
instalment was paid, it was learned 
at Ottawa. 

Applicants for shares were re- 
quired to send their orders for $12.50 
for each share requested, represent- 
ing one-quarter of the cost per share. 

Dividends will be reckoned, there 
fore, on $12.50 per share from Sep- 
tember 1, 1934, to January 1935, 
and on the full purchase price of 
$50.00 per share from January 2 to 
the date of declaration, probably 
July 2. 

The actual rate of dividend will 
not be known until it is declared by 
the board of directors, but under sec- 
tion 31 of the Bank of Canada Act 
it cannot exceed 4% per cent. a year, 
cumulative. Any excess protits over 


each 


go to the rest fund and the consoli- 
dated revenue fund of Canada.

Branch Lines In Northern 
Saskatchewan 
A plea for completion of two 


lines of the Canadian Na- 
tional Railways in northern Saskat- 
chewan was made before the select 
standing committee on railways by 
C. R. McIntosh (Lib., North Battle- 
ford). Mr. McIntosh was supported 
in his request by P. G. Davies (Cons., 
Athabaska). 

At present a branch line runs 
north from North Battleford, Sask, 
to St. Walberg, a distance of 90 
miles, but the remaining 100 miles 
to Beaver River Crossing is unfin- 
ished.

Litle Journeys In Science 


(By Gordon H. Guest, M.A.) 

Scientists have shown that the 
earth and every star which can be 
observed by the’ telescope, including 
the most distant, are composed of the 
same substances. Of course the pro- 
portions are different, but the sub- 
stances are not. 

A glass prism in the hands of the 
great scientist Sir Isaac Newton in 
1672 commenced the train of thought 
that led to this discovery. Newton 
observed that the prism split up 
ordinary sunlight into the various 
colors of which it is composed. The 
prism was the beginning of a very 
powerful instrument of science, name- 
ly the spectroscope, which was de- 
veloped about a hundred years later. 
It is this instrument that tells us 
that all the suns and planets are 
composed of the same materials in 
different proportions. 

The spectroscope sees more than 
our eyes enable us to see. Man can 
only observe those substances that 
give off vibrations to which our eyes 
are sensitive. The spectroscope is 
sensitive to all vibrations that mat- 
ter sends out. We cannot see color- 
less gases, but the spectroscope can. 
In fact this instrument can see gases 
so plainly that it can tell one from 
another. This is because every solid 
substance and every kind of gas 
sends out vibrations, each having a 
rate of vibration of its own. Science 
has determined the rates of vibration 
of the various.solids and gases of 
which the earth is composed. When 
the same vibrations come from other 
planets and suns scientists know that 
they are composed of the same ma- 
terials that are in the earth.

In haul-away 
trucks, in freight cars and in drive- 
away processions the product of the 
assembly lines is moving from fac- 
tory to dealer and on to consumer 
in heavier volume than at any time 
during the last five years. 

Gaining momentum steadily under 
the impetus of a swelling consymer 
demand, the industry has assembled 
more than 1,313,000 passenger cars 
and trucks since Jan. 1. During 16 
weeks of 1935, the industry produced 
as many units as were manufactured 
in all of 1932. Output for that year, 
lowest point in the depression, was 
1,431,494 cars and trucks.

Warehouses At Calgary, Edmonton, Regina and Winnipeg

proceeded on the assumption that 
elevator companies will be protected 
when the separate grading of Garnet 
wheat becomes effective July 31 next. 

The 1934 amendment to the Can- 
ada Grain Act excluded Garnet wheat 
from grades one and two Northern. 
The exclusion is to date from the 
opening of the new crop year. There 
are now said to be between. 50,000,- 
000 and 60,000,000 of bushels of 
grades one and two Northern which 
contain Garnet. Elevator companies 
hold this wheat and are obliged to 
deliver the quantity according to the 
grades under which it was taken in. 
If no provision is made for their pro- 
tection, they will stand to lose heav- 
ily for the reason that this wheat 
will no longer qualify for its original 
grades. 

The time was devoted to a general 
discussion of how best the change 
can be brought into effect. It may be 
that the elevator companies will be 
compensated for the loss in quality 
which must result from the exclu- 
sion of Garnet from these grades. Or 
John I. McFarland, acting for the 
government, may accept delivery of 
all of it on the old grades and thus 
absorb the loss which will result. 

While it is clear that the burden 
of loss will not be placed on the ele- 


vator companies, the conference 
failed to agree upon a method to be 
pursued. 


The grain exchange was represent- 
ed by Sidney T. Smith, R. T Evans, 
and Arthur Darby, secretary. With 
Mr. Hanson was Rod Finlayson, the 
law officers of the crown and other 
government officials. Mr. McFarland 
was not present. 


Five Major Errors 


Cause Of Motor Fatalities Given By 
Insurance Company 

What causes motor car fatalities? 
Violation of certain common rules of 
the road, which are, or should be, 
known to all, acCounts for most of 
them. . 

The. Travellers’ Insurance Company 
of the United States in its annual 
compilation of highway accidents 
finds drivers guilty of five major 
errors. Of the 36,000 deaths last 
year, the report shows, 6,850 were 
caused by excessive speed, 3,470 by 
driving on the wrong side of the 
road, 2,740 by not having right of 
way, 3,820 by driving off roadway, 
2,740 by other reckless driving. 
Pedestrians erred, too, and are taxed 
with two major causes in the annual 
roll of fatalities: 4,310 by crossing 
streets between intersections and 
2,690 by walking on rural highways. 
These seven causes account for 74 
per cent. of the total lives lost.—St. 
Louis Post-Dispatch: 


Feed Wheat Diverted 


Say Shipments To U.S. From Canada 
Go To Flour Mills 

United States agents are combing 
the-midwest in a hunt for wheat 
bootleggers, according to a Chicago 
despatch to the Herald Tribune. 

“Because of the swirling storms of 
dust which last year covered meagre 
forage in pasturelands,” the despatch 
says, ‘“‘and increased the death rate 
of cattle, the duty on wheat was 
reduced from 42 per cent. to 10 per 
cent. to permit its importation for 
feeding purposes. Investigators have 
discovered large diversions of the 
feed wheat to flour mills. 

“One shipment of 400 tons from 
Canada, according to customs men, 
has disappeared somewhere in the 
region of St. Paul, and its obvious 
destination has caused investigators 
to wonder how much Canadian wheat 
ever reached the cattle for which it 
was intended.”

Follow Definite Routes 


Wild Ducks Use Same “Flyways” As 
Their Ancestors 

Wild ducks migrate along routes 
followed by their ancestors in four 
definite geographic regions known as 
“flyways”, according to R. C. Lin- 
coln, naturalist of the U.S. biological 
survey. 

Attention has been drawn to his 
statements by W. G. Ross, K.C., 
M.L.A., Moose Jaw, president of the 
Saskatchewan Fish and Game 
League. ; 

Result of the discovery that ducks 
follow four separate flyways each 
spring and fall means that sports- 
men along each route will have to 
protect their own ducks from fellow 
shooters as the numbers of the birds 
will not be replenished by ducks from 
other flyways, according to Mr. Lin- 
coln. 

The ducks, he says, are so strongly 
influenced by their ancestral lanes of 
migration that they will continue to 
follow them even though conditions 
en route or on the wintering grounds 
become unfavorable. 

If the birds should be exterminated 
in any one of the four major flyways 
it would be a long time before that 
region could be repopulated, he says. 

He states there is undisputable| 
evidence that the waterfowl of North 
America have seriously decreased in 
numbers and, accordingly, that 
special precautions must be taken to 
prevent their extermination. 

The four flyways are known as the 
Atlantic, the Mississippi, the Central 
and the Pacific.

The recent gales of pure bred 
bulls in Western Canada are being 
regarded as a definite barometer in- 
dicating an upward swing i: the 
livestock industry, Reports reach- 
ing the department of agriculture 
from these sales receive careful 
study. They were held in Brandon, 
Regina, Calgary and Edmonton. 

The prices paid by renchers for 
pure bred bulls indicate the confi- 
dence they have in the future oi the 


cattle business since these bulls were 


bought to improve stock on the 
ranges. In the sales, and particular- 
ly in the Calgary sale, higher prices 
were paid than in former years. One 
bull in Calgary brought a top price 
of $1,500. 

Improved demand for high yrade 
live cattle in the United States is 
chief cause for the demand for pure 
bred bulls, according to Senator D. 
E. Riley, a rancher himself and par- 
ticularly well informed on livesteck 
matters. He regarded favorably 
many recommendaions of the price 
spreads commission for helping the 
industry. 

A wide demand for grading hogs 
on the rail is sweeping Canada, ac- 
cording to applications received by 
the department of agriculture. This 
is another phase of livestock market- 
ing dealt with in the report although 
the commissioners did uot take a 
very definite stand ana much has 
happened since they heard evidence 
on the subject.

The federal government of Canada does not spend that 
much money for all purposes, including the deficit on the 
Canadian National Railways. 

Uncle Sam will also spend 400 million dollars on his army 
and will bring and forces up to 165,000 men. 

The navy wil have 24 new ships, 555 new aeroplanes and 
11,000 more men.

WHO DISCOVERED AMERICA 


Vilhjamlur Steffanson, Manitoba-born Norse explorer, broke | 
into prominence in the press recently when he told the Penn- 
avlvania Historical Society that the Irish were the first dis- | 
coverers of America. | 

One might expect the ebullient Irish to rise and cheer this 
claim of Steffanson but the Free State authorities in Dublin | 
candidly said they did not believe Columbus was beaten out} 
by any Irishman. St. Brendan set out from Ireland in the sixth | 
century to discover “the promised land of the saints,” which | 
he believed existed in the west. Legend says the saint landed | 
on what he thought was a new4island but proved to be a 
whale, fast asleep. 

Stetfanson'’s rejoinder was to the effect that an Irishman | 
had discovered Ieeland and Greenland could be seen from Ice- 
land, so actually the Irish did discover America. 

The Vikings reached Iceland about 795 and their legends 
tell of Leif Ericson, “The Red,” sailing from Iceland to the | 
continent of America, landing in the vicinity of New England | 
states. To the new discovery Leif gave the name, ‘Vinland.” 

Aside from the historical interest, the exact facts as to | 
America’s discovery, who by, how and when, is secondary to, 
the present problem. This involves the discovery of a method 
whereby people can live togther in a sensible and progressive | 
civilization in the North American countries. 


THE RETURN OF HORSE POWER 


Signs and portents point to the more extensive use of horses | 
in the agriculture of Western Canada and the threatened sup- | 
planting of faithful old Dobbin by the gasoline tractor seems 
to have met a repulse. 

The prairie farmer finds that it pays him better to raise his 
own ‘“gasoline’on his own farm. He is finding out that the 
horse has not been such an extravagant factor as has been 
portrayed and that the products of the farm can keep this 
draft animal in good fettle and ready for work. 

Increased prices for horses have been forecast and not with- 
out reason. Farmers have not been very keen about raising 
colts the past ten years. The result has been that a great many 
of the horses in the country to-day are up in years and close 
to the end of their usefulness. Farmers must have power of 
some kind and the purchase of tractors is out of the question 
for the majority. When better times return there is bound to 
be a fairly active demand for horses. 

We do not intend to convey the idea that power farming is 
to be a thing of the past, but we do believe that one lesson the 
farmer has learnd during the past three years is that it is a 
foolish thing to place complete reliance on tractors for farm 
power and that the horse can more than hold its own on the 
average farm. We rather welcome the return to popularity 
of one of mankind's most faithful servants, the horse. 


THE WEST WON’T SECEDE 


The suggestion that arises from time to time that the west- 
ern provinces of Canada should break away from the east has 
never really been able to make much headway. 

The advantages of solidarity have been evident during the 
past few years when the Dominion government has come to 
the aid of the west to the extent of millions of dollars. At one 
time the federal exchequer was looking after 270,000 Sask- 
atchewan people. 

Of course the west provided the primary wealth which was 
exchanged to the east for manufactured goods. The west also 
provided the bulk of the highly advantageous export trade of 
Canada. That is why the federal government has been vo will- 
ing to help. 

The production of wealth in Western Canada since a gen- 
eral colonization policy was undertaken was greater than that 
of any other part of the world in a similar period of time. 

The fertile Western plains have been an Eldorado, a Klon- 
dike, a Kirkland Lake, a Rand and a Ballarat all rolled into 
one great wealth-producing area. 

When the trouble which has been sweeping the world has 
been digested and when international trade revives once 
again, the Canadian west will resume its role of food pro- 
ducers. 


ANCIENT REMEDIES 


(By C. E. Revere, an American Economist) 

Planned economy—regimentation—is the most ancient gov- 
ernmental device known to human civilization. We find it in 
the Code of Hammurabi promulgated about 2250 B.C., auto- 
cratically regulating the social, political and economic life of 
the inhabitants of a great empire. We see it in the sumptuary 
laws of the Hebrews, reaching the acme of detail shortly 
before the advent of the Roman domination, Planned economy 
was the resort of Diocletian, historical philosophers blaming 
his Edict with sowing the seeds of the collapse that plunged 
western Europe into eight centuries of darkness. It also was 
the expedient by which the Byzantine Empire tried to atone 
for economic error, only to usher in a period of accelerated 
decadence leading to speedy downfall. Who is prepared to 
refute the historical charge that the regimentation of Colbert, 
in his attempt to bolster up the waning fortunes of the Grande 
Monarque, did not pave the way for the French Revolution? 

; Dating from the days of Hammurabi to the dawn of the 
eighteenth century, civilization has witnessed attempts at 
planned economy over approximately four thougand years. 
Consequently, a revival of this antiquated expedient should 
not be regarded as ‘particularly “radical” in the sense of nov- 
elty. The newest thing is laissez faire—freedom—the demo- 
cracy of enterprise. , 
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SHORT SKIRTS FOR PROSPERITY 

Probably the least important bit of 
news of the day is the dispatch from 
Paris announcing that women’s skirts 
‘are going to be shorter this summer. 

Yet a fancifrl man could deduce 
from this announcement a harbinger 
of restored prosperity: : 

Someone figured out a very odd 
circumstance, not long ago; to wit, 
that skirt lengths tend to increase in 
time of depression and to grow short 
er as good times return. 

There are even in existence charts 
to show that ever since the war the 
distance between the ground and the 
hem of the average woman's skirt 
has been a pretty fair gauge of the 
general health of business. 

Why all this should be is some- 
thing for the seers and the sooth- 
sayers. 

Nevertheless, there it is—short 
skirts stand for prosperity, long ones 
for depressions.

problem of coronary thrombosis, the 
heart trouble that threatens, those 
who work under high pressure, was 
described by scientists. 

The report was made to the Fed- 
eration of American Societies for 
Experimental Biology by Jane Sands 
Robb, M.D., of Syracuse University 
College ‘of Medicine. i 

Coronary thrombosis is a failure 
of the blood supply to one or more 
of the 13 muscles which operate 
the human heart. Dr. Robb’s work 
is a method of identifying some of 
the specific heart muscles which go 
wrong. 

It is an advance of a technique 
which physicians have been using 
for 30 years in analysis of the mean- 
ing of motions of the electric trac- 
ing pencil in electrocardiagrans of 
the heart, The machine which does 
this was invented by Einthoven about 
1900. 

These motions are noticeably dif- 
ferent in coronary thrombosis. Dr. 
Robb has been able to interpret these 
designs on the heart chart !n terms 
of individual heart muscles. Her 
work shows that each muscle when 
injured, as in coronary thrombosis, 
makes a different pattern on the 
clectrocardiagram. 

The result is a further solution of 
the riddle of coronary thrombosis in 
animals’ hearts and evidence that the 
solution will work equally well on

New Principal For McGill 


A. E. Morgan From Hull, England, 
To Assume Duties This Fall 

Arthur Eustace Morgan, M.A., 
principal of University College, Hull, 
Fingland, has been appointed prin- 
cipal and vice-chancellor of McGill 
University to succeed the late Gen- 
eral Sir Arthur Currie, it was an- 
nounced by E. W. Beatty, chancellor 
of the Institution. 

The famous Montreal 
institution, on the slope of Mount 
Royal, founded in 1821 by the late 
Sir James McGill, had been without 
a principal and vice-chancellor since 
Noy. 30, 1933, when Sir Arthur Cur- 
rie, former commander-in-chief of 
the Canadian corps in France, died 
at Montreal after a long illness. 

Announcement of the selection of 
Sir Arthur's successor was made fol- 
lowing a special meeting of the uni- 
versity’'s board of governors. 

Principal Morgan was educated at 
Trinity College, Dublin, and has oc- 
cupied professional positions {in the 
University of Bristol, University Col- 
lege, Exeter, and the University of 
Sheffield, in which university he oc- 
cupied the chair of English language 
and literature prior to his becoming 
principal of University College, Hull, 
in 1926. 

The new principal isa distinguish- 
ed scholar and recognized as 
the leading authorities in the smpire 
on the subjects of English languoge 
and literature.

Public Works Undertakings 


Inclusion Of Railway Equipment In 
Government ‘Program 

Guarantee of equipment securities 
of the Canadian National and Cana- 
dian Pacific Railways to the extent 
of $15,000,000 is a feature of Do- 
minion government legislation of 
which notice has been given to cre- 
ate employment by public works and 
undertakings throughout Canada. 

Inclusion of the railway equip- 
ment works in the\government's re- 
employment legislation had _ been 
forecast but it had been expected 
the amount would be double the fig- 
ure named in the resolution. Exten- 
sion of the public works program 
launched last year, and other works 
undertakings are to be included in 
the measure. 

For nearly a year the government 
has been considering representations 
from the makers of railway equip- 
ment in Canada seeking federal guar- 
antees to cover equipment orders for 
both systems. Some employment had 
been created in the Algoma and Syd- 
ney steel plants a year ago by the 
Dominion government guaranteeing 
the cost of rail orders until such 
time as the companies took delivery. 
The equipment orders suggested in 
early representations had been for 
around $30,000,000. 


Cannibals Dislike Smokers 


Lots Of Tobacco Is Protection Says 
French Geologist 


To live long among the cannibals 
of the New Hebrides, the thoughtful 
explorer carries plenty of tobacco, 
Dr. Edgar de la Rue, French geolog- 
ist, who arrived in New York from 
France, explained. 

“The cannibals don't like people 
who smoke,” he explained, ‘‘because 
it impairs the flavor of the meat.” 

Examining volcanoes is an import- 
ant part of Dr. de la Rue’s research, 
and the natives don’t like men who 
approach a volcano, because it might 
wake the devils and cause an erup- 
tion.

These Flowers Will Grow 

It is not any more difficult to w 
beautiful flowers than a few py of 
common vegetables. Of course there 
are certain things like eous 
roses, delicately shaded ad and 
tender stately Lilies which certainly 
will not thrive on neglect, but there 
are also a dozen or so annuals, and 
a few herbaceous perennials, which 
require practically no skill and the 
minimum of attention. The little 
Alyssum, for instance, for edging 
walks or borders. It comes in sev- 
eral sizes up to six or eight inches 
in height. It will bloom all season 
and will grow almost anywhere if the 
dead flowers are sheared off with 
clippers or even a lawn mower two 
or three times.

This selection 
will give plenty of bloom and a fair 
range in color and height. In rough 
and ready perenrials, there are Eve- 
ning Primroses, practically any of 
the Daisies, Peonies, Lupine and Ori- 
ental Poppies. 


International Relations 


Not Studied Sufficiently By British 
Commonwealth Of Nations 

C. T. de Water, high commissioner 
in London for South Africa, said he 
believed the foreign policies of the 
nations of the British commonwealth 
had not been studied sufficiently by 
Brtiain or by the countries of the 
empire as a group. 

Addressing delegates to the im- 
perial press conference, he said: ‘‘We 
have not studied the problem of our 
relations with the outside world suf- 
ficiently closely. The world should 
be inoculated with the germ of peace 
rather than overcome as at present 
with the tragedy of war.” 

Mr. de Water urged that the press 
could perform invaluable service to 
the world in this direction if it was 
organized to mould public opinion. 

Cecil Harmsworth, brother of Vis- 
count Rothermere, who presided at a 
banquet tendered the delegates, said 
during their visit to South Africa 
they attended “three race meetings, 
six garden parties, 16 receptions, 
eight banquets and 20 luncheons— 
which occasioned misgivings as to 
whether they would enjoy any fur- 
ther hospitality.” 

Major J. J. Astor, chairman of the 
Times, described the tour as ‘‘an ex- 
cursion into. wonderland.” He said 
the delegates returned with a greater 
confidence than ever in the flexibility 
and durability of the structure of the 
empire.

Twenty Million People ‘ 
The decision to thake English an 
obligatory subject in the high ‘schools 
of Spain is another reminder of the 
steady progress which this language 
is making toward Universal usage. 

Almost exactly three and a half 
centuries ago, as Mr. H. L, Mencken 
recalls in the current issue of Harp- 
ers Magazine, an early English gram- 
marian and the teacher of prosody to 
Edmund Spenser wrote: “The Eng- 
lish tongue is of small reach, stretch- 
ing no further than this island of 
ours, nay not there over all.” 

At that time English was spoken 
by not more than 5,000,000 people: 
to-day it is the mother tongue of at 
least 174,000,000 people in the United 
States, Great Britain and the British 
Dominions and Colonies. 

And if to that number is added 
another 17,000,000, who reside in 
these English-speaking communities 
and ordinarily speak English, al- 
though their native tongues are dif- 
ferent, a grand total of 191,000,000 
people using English as their prin- 
cipal medium of communication is 
obtained. 

“Obviously no othcr language,” 
wrties Mr. Mencken, “is the everyday 
tongue of so many people.” 

German, Scandinavian and Jap- 
anese schools have for years taught 
English ‘with relentless earnestness 
and a good deal of it sticks.” 

As a result it is now spoken as a 
secondary language by _ probably 
more than 20,000,000 people. 

And where it has not been adopt- 
ed as a secondary language English 
has given liberally of its extensive 
vocabulary to other tongues, as in 
the case of Argentina, whose Span- 
ish was recently described in a dis- 
patch from Buenos Aires as “already 
overloaded with misspelled and mis- 
pronounced English words.” 

The far flung commercial and 
political interests of the English- 
speaking peoples and their tradition- 
al insistence upon other people speak- 
ing their tongue have ousted French 
as the language of diplomacy and

Excavators Uncover Buried Olty In 

Mesopotamia Believed 6,000, ~ 
Years Old | 

Another prehistoric city of “paint- 
ed pottery peoples’. has been un- 
covered at Tere Gawra, in northern 
Mesopotamia, it was reported to the 
University of Pennsylvania by 
Charles Bache, field director of a 
Joint expedition of the university 
museum and the American School of 
Oriental Research. 

The city, believed 6,000 years old, 
was found on the same site where a 
5,700-year-old settlement was dis- 
covered a month ago. ; 

Bache said that the discovery 
marked the attainment of one of the 
expedition’s chief objectives. The re- 
sult would be a systematic study of 
the “painted pottery peoples,” so 
called because of striking geometric 
designs painted upon their earthen- 
ware. The pottery peoples, accord- 
ing to Bache, are known to have 
swept like a conquering horde from 
the east over India, Persia and Meso- 
potamia in the sixth millenium be- 
fore Christ. 

“Already our partial excavation of 
the city on Level 12 has revealed 
that their architecture surpassed that 
of the three later periods of time,” 
Bache wrote. “One large building, 
lately cleared, was so extensive that 
it may have been the palace of a 
nobleman. The largest of its many | 
rooms has mud_ brick walls coated, 
with fine white plaster. 

“This is the earliest use of wall 
plaster recorded thus far, and shows | 
that the inhabitants already had 
mastered the secret of burning lime| 
for mortar and stucco.” 

The building was evidently used as 
a dwelling

said “Investigating, we found that 
the pot still contained meat bones
